Crossrail 2 bosses have said at least 
four extra trains an hour could be 
added to relieve existing pressure 
on overcrowded lines that pass 
through Epsom, Stoneleigh, Ewell 
West and Worcester Park. 

A consultation into the proposed 
new rail link was launched on 
Tuesday, and will run until January 
8,2016. 

The new Crossrail 2 services could 


replace some existing suburban 
trains to London Waterloo. 

Documents state on the Epsom 
branch, some Waterloo services 
would be retained and there would 
be capacity for at least eight trains 
per hour, in each direction, into 
central London. 

Michele Dix, managing director of 
Crossrail 2, promises it would have 
a “transformative effect” for people 
travelling to and from work through 
Epsom. 

The morning rush-hour trains 
running through the area into 
central London are some of the 


most overcrowded in the country. 

Epsom and Ewell borough Coun¬ 
cillor Eber Kington hailed the devel¬ 
opment as “almost certainly a very 
good thing”, and urged residents to 
attend consultation meetings to 
support it. 

Coun Kington said: “This is great 
news for two reasons. 

“One - it opens up a whole load of 
destinations into London people 
will be able to get to. And two - the 
speed and frequency with which 
they’ll be able to get there. 

“Increasing public transport into 
London, both for people working or 


people going there for fun, can only 
really be a good thing. 

“The only issue I could think of 
with it would be in the finances; 
who exactly ends up paying for 
it. But we’ll learn more in the 
consultations. 

Crossrail 2 would also include 
stations in Balham, Teddington, 
Hampton and Wimbledon. 

Dr Dix said: “There will also be 
thousands more seats on peak-time 
trains into Waterloo on the suburban 
and main line services from across 
the south-west, because Crossrail 2 
would free up space on those lines. 


“And the crowding will only get 
worse as London and the south-east 
grows over the next 15 years. 

“We have to plan ahead now.” 

As part of the plan, new and direct 
connections with existing under¬ 
ground, National Rail, new Cross¬ 
rail 1 and Thameslink services 
would be provided.

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Parking fees rise 
‘will harm shops’

A proposed increase to park¬ 
ing charges in Epsom and 
Ewell will be harmful to resi¬ 
dents and businesses, accord¬ 
ing to a borough councillor. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council approved an increase 
in charges at a meeting of the 
environment committee on 
Tuesday, October 27. 

If the proposals receive final 
approval in February, prices 
could rise by as much as £1 for 
shoppers staying more than 
two hours at the Ashley Cen¬ 
tre, or in either of the town 
hall’s car parks. 

The new tariffs, which 


would come into place in 
April, could bring in an extra 
£500,000 every year, accord¬ 
ing to council net projections. 

The additional revenue 
would go towards the mainte¬ 
nance of the six car parks op¬ 
erated by the council. 

But Councillor Jane Race 
believes the proposed in¬ 
crease will drive shoppers 
away from the town and fears 
more shops may be forced to 
close. 

She said: “We have lost a lot 
of shops in Epsom and there 
are a lot of reasons for this, 
but one is that it is too expen¬ 
sive to go there. 

“It does not make sense to 
make it even more expensive. 

“We have had a very diffi¬ 
cult time financially and I 


think that making it more dif¬ 
ficult for people to use their 
town centre is not helpful to 
residents of the borough or to 
businesses. 

“They are not going to at¬ 
tract the footfall they need. 

“Everyone I have spoken to 
in Epsom has said they think 
that parking is too expensive 
and it to increase it again is 
disgraceful.” 

The council's Environment 
Committee will debate the in¬ 
crease to the cost of parking 
in Epsom as part of wider 
changes in fees and charges 
in January. 

If approved, full council 
would then have the opportu¬ 
nity to debate them as part of 
the budget discussions in 
February.

A plan to rejuvenate Leather- 
head enters its second consul¬ 
tation stage in November, as

“This is to ensure there is 
strong support for the propos¬ 
als from the wider communi¬ 
ty that looks to Leatherhead 
for services and facilities.” 

MVDC is working with town 
planners at Nexus Planning 
and Broadway Malyan to help 
the historic market town fulfil 
its potential.

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Victim of con man speaks out

An elderly woman has 
spoken out against the 
menacing” con man gar¬ 
dener who was sentenced 
to three-and-a-half 
years behind bars last 
week. 

Traveller gardener 
Benjamin Brown, 61, 
pictured, of Cox 
Lane, Epsom, 


pleaded guilty earlier 
this year to eight counts 
of fraud and four counts of 
money-laundering. 

Brown preyed on elderly 
and vulnerable victims 
across Surrey, Wallington, 
Richmond and Twickenham, 
who could not look after their 
own gardens, Guildford 
Crown Court heard. 

Geraldine Bennett, 71, of 
Lincoln Road, Twickenham, 
said Brown had scammed 
her out of £4,500, after she re¬ 
sponded to his advert in the 


Epsom Guardian’s sister 
newspaper the Richmond and 
Twickenham Times in 
September 2012. 

She said: “I got him to come 
round to give me a quote for 
re-turfing my backgarden. 

“He quoted £1,500 - it 
seemed like a lot and I went 
with it because he was the 
only one who offered to take 
his shoes off in my house. 

“He took up the turf and 
said it had gone up to £5,000 
because he needed to build a 
new brick wall. 


“At the time, my husband 
was in hospital and there was 
no time to think. 

“He was very persuasive. 

“I withheld about £400 until 
he completed the work, but 
he dumped everything in my 
back alley.” 

Her husband died of heart 
failure in March the follow¬ 
ing year and Mrs Bennett 
said she has been left worried 
about visitors to her home. 

She added: “I really wanted 
to see him get more than 
three-and-a-half years. 


“He was very menacing and 
took advantage of the fact I 
was so worried about my 
husband.” 

Brown went on to purchase 
bricks without consulting 
Mrs Bennett and told her she 
had to pay up because he 
could not return them. 

She said the wall he built 
was not straight and he 
knocked £500 off the price 
after her son confronted him.

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Lib Dem spat brings 
new hope to Labour

The Epsom and Ewell Labour 
Party has said it is “fighting to 
win” the Epsom West division in 
next month’s by election, which 
it believes is a “very good oppor¬ 
tunity” to send its first candidate 
to Surrey County Council since 
1981. 

Six candidates have been put 
forward for the November 19 
election, following Liberal Demo¬ 
crat Stella Lallement’s contro¬ 
versial resignation this month. 

And Labour, who came third in 
Epsom West in 2013, is hoping its 
surge in national popularity 
combined with the collapse of 
the Lib Dems’ local support will 
carry it to victory. 

The candidate is Councillor 
Kate Chinn, and her campaign 
manager Vince Romagnuolo says 
the party has “broad appeal” in 
the “very mixed” area of Epsom. 

Coun Chinn spearheaded 
Labour’s campaign to secure a 
community purpose for the his¬ 
toric Horton Chapel, after the 
Residents’ Association (RA) an¬ 
nounced its plans to sell it off. 

The RA, which has controlled 
the borough council for 80 years, 
are the favourites in the race, and 
should they take the seat they 
will become the official 


opposition at the county council, 
in partnership with the 
Independents. 

Councillor Neil Dallen has 
been selected as its candidate, 
and he is running on a platform 
of having worked extensively on 
county council matters with 
local committees. 

The RA’s credentials as an op¬ 
position party have been ques¬ 
tioned by the Liberal Democrat 
candidate, former borough coun¬ 
cillor Julie Morris. 

The Conservatives finished in 
last place - behind UKIP - in the 
last Epsom West election in 2013, 
and this time they’ve selected a 
candidate with no council experi¬ 
ence, despite having four bor¬ 
ough councillors. 

Karan Persand ran unsuccess¬ 
fully in the Ruxley ward in this 


year’s borough election and the 
Green party candidate, Chris 
Crook, has said the need to build 
more houses and increase school 
places - as well as county council 
plans to shut recycling centres - 
are the most important issues 
facing residents.

War of words erupts for Lib Dems 


The Epsom and Ewell Liberal 
Democrat group has descended 
into bitter infighting ahead of an 
upcoming by election, which was 
triggered by the dramatic resig¬ 
nation of a county councillor. 

Stella Lallement stepped down 
from the Epsom West seat and 
quit the party on October 5, cit¬ 
ing differences of opinion and 
her inability to “fit in with 
Epsom and Ewell’s Lib Dems”. 

Now a war of words has broken 
out online between Mrs Lalle¬ 
ment and former borough coun¬ 
cillor and Lib Dem by election 
candidate Julie Morris, stoked by 
supportive tweets from figures in 
the Epsom and Ewell Conserva¬ 
tive and Labour parties. 

The Lib Dems released a 
statement on October 16, 
describing Mrs Lallement’s deci¬ 
sion as “disappointing”. 

It also said: “Sadly, despite sup¬ 
port, advice and guidance from 


her Lib Dem colleagues, Stella 
has found it too much for her and 
resigned.” 

Ms Morris will contest a by- 
election for the Epsom West 
county council seat. 

The online row has seen the 
women exchanging heated words 
over the past few days. 

Mrs Lallement responded to 
the Lib Dem statement, tweeting: 
“You 2 had more than 2 yrs to 
write about my good work, but 
chose not to. Now this self- 
serving hypocrisy?” 

Labour borough Councillor 
Vince Romagnuolo weighed in, 
tweeting: “Used to @epsomlib- 
dem nastiness to opponents but 
to one of their own, a new low.” 

Ms Morris tweeted: “If you 
can’t fit in with the Lib Dems, 
you can’t fit in with anyone! We 
are a VERY broad church!” 

Mrs Lallement said on Twitter: 
“I’ve never been accepted as one 


of their own. Later I understood: 
I became a problem the moment I 
unexpectedly won the elections.” 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian Mrs Lallement 
claimed she was put up by the 
party in 2013 to contest the 
Epsom West seat because the 
local Liberal Democrats did not 
expect to win and were preserv¬ 
ing more favoured candidates, 
such as Ms Morris, from an em¬ 
barrassing defeat. 

A spokesman for the local Lib¬ 
eral Democrat party rejected this 
claim but refused to offer an offi¬ 
cial comment on the matter. 

When contacted by this news¬ 
paper, Ms Morris said: “I’ve got 
nothing to do with what Stella’s 
saying. I’m more interested in 
running a positive campaign, 
and talking to the residents.”

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Row over plans to

The Conservatives’ controversial 
plan to slash the budget for recy¬ 
cling centres has been slammed 
by Surrey’s Liberal Democrats, 
who claim it will lead to a “mas¬ 
sive increase” in fly-tipping. 

The Tory-controlled Surrey 
County Council is planning to cut 
£1.8m from funding for recycling, 
and conducted a summer public 
consultation on how to do this. 

A long list of options is to be pre¬ 
sented to cabinet by councillor 
Mike Goodman, member for envi¬ 
ronment and planning, which in¬ 
cludes closure of selected tips and 
charging the public for using 
them. 

Surrey Lib Dem leader, Hazel 
Watson, criticised these options, 
saying the council should incen- 
tivise the public to recycle, rather 
than “putting obstacles in their 
way”. 

Coun Watson said: “We want 
people to recycle - we don’t want 
people deciding not to do so be¬ 
cause they have to travel further 
or have to pay to do so. 

“We’re also very concerned 
about the increased risk of fly-tip¬ 
ping. It’s a big concern for the peo¬ 
ple of Surrey, and we think we

might see more people doing it.” 

Positioning itself as a green 
party, the Liberal Democrats 
launched an official campaign 
against these proposed cuts. It 
says the petition has attracted 
“hundreds” of signatures. 

The party has a large presence 
on Mole Valley District Council, 
and opposition to the plans have 
been vocal from those councillors. 

Councillor Raj Haque, who rep¬ 
resents Fetcham West, said that 
even though he believes the cuts 
are “not party-political”, they do 
risk more fly-tipping and he 
would rather see cuts made in 


other areas. 

Coun Goodman admitted the 
proposals were set to be unpopu¬ 
lar, but blamed them on funding 
from central Government. He said 
national cuts were being made 
disproportionately from Surrey, 
and urged the Government to 
“make cuts in a fairer way”. 

Coun Goodman also accused the 
Liberal Democrats of “simplify¬ 
ing the issue”, saying that any re¬ 
ductions in spending would come 
from gains in efficiency first.

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Costumed dads in 
MP’s roof protest

Elmo and Bob the Builder - 
the two New Fathers 4 Justice 
campaigners who were ar¬ 
rested last Wednesday after 
climbing Chris Grayling’s 
roof - have been released 
from police custody on bail. 

Martin Matthews, 48, and 
Bobby Smith, 33, climbed the 
house at about 2pm and stayed 
there into the evening when 
they were removed by police 
with the aid of firefighters. 

The pair unfurled a banner 
reading “Can Dad Fix It?” in 
reference to Mr Matthews’ 
costume, and Mr Smith said 
they targeted Mr Grayling’s 
house because of his position 
in Parliament. 

They were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of harassment and fail¬ 
ure to comply with police 
direction to get off the 
Ashtead house, and held at 
Reigate police station. 

The two men have both 
been released on bail until 
November 7. 

Mr Smith, from Stevenage, 
said: “The interviewing offi¬ 
cers couldn’t keep a straight 
face when they asked what

‘Can Dad Fix It?’ meant. 

“I hope it’s clear now that 
we won’t accept anything less 
than full reform of family 
courts. This is our way of 
negotiating.” 

The men have claimed their 
next protest will be on the roof 
of David Cameron’s house. 


Mr Matthews, from Great 
Bookham, scaled the leader of 
the House of Commons’ roof 
last year, and was found guilty 
of criminal damage and or¬ 
dered to pay £320 after fixing a 
banner to the side of house. 

Mr Grayling declined to 
comment. 


Campaign against retirement homes 


Revised plans for retirement 
facilities and freshly-laid 
sports pitches represent the 
“chance of a lifetime”, accord¬ 
ing to the manager of an 
Epsom sports club. 

Non-profit developer Non¬ 
such Abbeyfield had its origi¬ 
nal plans for the 25-acre fields 
in Old Schools Lane, Ewell Vil¬ 
lage, rejected in April. 

It resubmitted plans on Sat¬ 
urday, September 5, which in¬ 
cluded a 60-unit retirement 
facility, an all-weather pitch, 
grass sports pitch, cricket 
pitch, mini football sites and a 
sports pavilion that could be 
used by schools and sports 
clubs throughout the year. 

Club manager of Epsom 
Hockey Club, Sarah White, 
said the approval of the appli¬ 
cation would end a 20-year 
search for facilities that would 
enable the club to grow. 

Friends of OSL Playing 
Fields opposed the plans and 


launched a petition against 
building development in Old 
Schools Lane. 

It has been signed by more 
than 500 residents claiming 
the move would have a “signif¬ 
icant environmental impact” 
including “increased traffic in 
a vulnerable area”. 

Ms White said: “All our 
clubs are growing so we need 
more space. We couldn’t find 
anywhere suitable. This was a 
chance of a lifetime.” 

Chairman of Epsom Sports 
Club, Drew Russell, penned a 
supporting letter for the appli¬ 
cation in which he said the 
loss of space would be com¬ 
pensated for by flexible, secure 
and higher quality facilities. 

He said: “The site will be¬ 
come a vibrant and active 
sporting asset, with more peo¬ 
ple using the facilities for 
sport and the amenities being 
used more often than has been 
possible in the recent past.” 


The chairman of a residents’ 
group said the build is planned 
on an “inappropriate area” 
and suggested more than 20 
other potential sites. 

Chairman of Friends of OSL 
Playing Fields and former 
principal of Ewell Castle 
School, Andrew Tibbie, says 
he understands why sports 
clubs are supporting the appli¬ 
cation, but would rather see 
the build take place elsewhere. 

He said: “I don’t think any¬ 
one would say we don’t need 
spaces for the elderly or more 
sports facilities. It is a ques¬ 
tion of how that is achieved.” 

A deadline for a decision on 
the application has been set 
for December 5. View the plan¬ 
ning application on the coun¬ 
cil’s website quoting reference 
15/00845/FUL.

Last Christmas my sister 
stumbled across some adult 
colouring books, which was solely 
full of tattoos and knowing how 
much I liked my tattoos she 
included it for my present. 

Since then I have bought four 
more and it helps focus my mind 
and gives me some enjoyment, 
which is something I do not get 
much of these days. 

I also speak to other disabled 
people via the internet who have 
also agreed about using adult 
colouring books as part of their 
therapy. 

If you have any more such 
thoughts I think maybe you should 
discuss them before ridiculing 
colouring books and the people 
who use them.

The prediction that house 
prices will rise by double 
average salary by 2020 
will hit first-time buyers 
and people hoping to 
trade up the property 
ladder, according to the 
Centre for Economics and 
Business Research (Cebr). 

What's the latest? House prices are 
set to soar by nearly £60,000 during 
the coming five years. 

The jump will leave the average UK 
home costing £321,600 by the end of 
2020, according to think tank the 
Centre for Economics and Business 
Research (Cebr). 

The predicted leap in house prices 
is nearly double the average annual 
salary, which stands at £31,625, 
according to CV-Library's research 
on new roles advertised during the 
summer. 

The rungs of the property ladder 
are also moving further apart, 
making it harder for people to 
trade up to bigger homes. 

Why is this happening? The 
predicted sharp increase in values is 
being driven by the ongoing shortage 
of homes for sale. 

The group said the "drying up of 
supply" was continuing to put up¬ 
ward pressure on property prices. 

This factor has caused Cebr to 
revise its forecast for house price 
growth in 2015 up to 5.6 per cent, 
from its previous estimate of 4.7 per 
cent, to leave the average UK home 
costing a record £263,000 at the end 
of this year. 

It expects further growth of 3.5 per 
cent in 2016, followed by jumps of at 
least 4 per cent every year from 2017 
to 2020. 

Who does it affect? The prediction is 
bad news for first-time buyers and 
people hoping to trade up the prop¬ 
erty ladder, 

as the group said the price gap 
between different types of properties 
was widening.

Beat the winter blues 


There are a number of different 
ways you can prepare your 
house for winter before the 
colder weather really sets in, en¬ 
suring you don't get left out 
in the cold this year, literally. 

Have Your Boiler Checked: When 
the cold weather kicks in you are 
going to be relying heavily on 
your central heating. It is 
therefore crucial to get your 
boiler checked out before you 
need to use it every day. 

Make sure you use a Gas Safe 
registered engineer when you 
book a service, and consider 
investing in boiler cover if you 
don't already have it - this will 
ensure an engineer will quickly 
attend your home should your 
boiler break down at any point 
during the winter. 

Get Your Chimney Swept: If you 
have a working fireplace, then it's 
important to maintain it through¬ 
out the year. A dirty chimney is 
actually quite dangerous as it 
could potentially catch on fire 
each time you light a fire 
beneath it. 

Pay for a professional chimney 
sweep to come round to your 
house and thoroughly clean your 
chimney - this way you can enjoy 
a warm, roaring fireplace through¬ 
out the winter, worry free. 

Check for Draughts: According to 
The Energy Saving Trust, draught 
proofing your house could save 
you between £20 and £50 a year. 
You will find draughts in a range of 
different places, including under 
doors, round the edge of windows, 
and through your letterbox. 

Use draught excluders at the 
bottom of your doors, and fill 
any holes and gaps around your 
windows that may be letting the 
cold air in. You can also change 
your letterbox to one with bristles 
or a plastic inner flap to stop any 
warm air escaping through your 
front door. 

Stay Warm: The central heating is 


obviously a great place to start 
when it comes to staying warm 
during the winter months, but 
there are lots of other ways you 
can boost the temperature in 
your home. 

Leave the oven door open after 
you have finished cooking, light 
candles during the evening, keep 
all doors closed in unused rooms, 
and put down rugs on cold, bare 
floors. You could also just use a 
portable heater to keep the room 
you are in warm if you don't want 
to turn your central heating on 
every day. 



Organise Your Closets: The majori¬ 
ty of us have clothes that we wear 
in the summer, and others we wear 
during the colder months of win¬ 
ter. Autumn is the perfect time to 
go through your wardrobe and 
work out what you will need for 
winter. 

Start with your summer clothes 
and work out what you will still 
wear during winter, then put the 
other items of clothing into stor¬ 
age. Dig out your woolly hats and 
scarves, and find those fleecy 
boots you hid at the back of your 
closet last March. 


wanted to move from a flat to a ter¬ 
raced house would now have

Sounds interesting? What's the 
background? Nina Skero, Cebr 
economist and main author of the re¬ 
port, said: "A reduction in the number 
of properties being put on the mar¬ 
ket has placed further upward pres¬ 
sure on house prices in some parts of 
the UK. 

"This is a result of low levels of 
house building, but also other factors 
such as an ageing population and the 
rising cost of moving up the property 
ladder. 

"The price gap between a first-time 
home and a larger family home has 
skyrocketed in some regions, such 
as London, curbing activity in the 


housing market. 

"For many, the rungs of the proper¬ 
ty ladder are moving further apart, 
making it impossible to upsize." 

The group has called on the 
Government to consider a Stamp Duty 
exemption for older people trading 
down the property ladder to help in¬ 
crease the number of family-sized 
homes on the market. 

In summary: 

• House prices look set to increase 
by £58,600 during the coming five 
years. 

• The average UK home could cost 
£321,600 by the end of 2020. 

• The price gaps between different 
types of properties are increasing, 
making it harder for people to trade 
up the housing ladder.

Epsom’s £2.07 billion Mortgage Powder Keg 


Eight years ago, in the summer of 2007, hardly 
anyone had heard of the term ‘credit crunch’, 
but now the expression has entered our daily 
language and even the Oxford Dictionary. It 
took a few months throughout the autumn of 
2007, before the crunch started to hit the Epsom 
Property market, but in November / December 
2007 and for the following seventeen months, 
Epsom property values dropped each and 
every month like the proverbial stone. The Bank 
of England soon realised in the late Summer 
of 2008 that the British economy was stalling 
under the continued pressure of the credit 
crunch. Therefore, between October 2008 and 
March 2009, interest rates dropped six times in 
six months from 5% to 0.5% to try and stimulate 
the British economy. 

Thankfully, after a period of stagnation, the Epsom 
property market started to recover slowly in 2010, 
but really took off strongly in late 2013 / early 2014 
as property prices started to rocket. However, the 
heat was taken out of the market in late 2014/early 
2015, with the new mortgage lending rules and some 
uncertainty, when some people had a dose of pre¬ 
election nerves. 

With the Conservatives having been re-elected in May, 
the Epsom property market regained its composure 
and in fact, there has been some ferocious 
competition among mortgage lenders, which has 
driven mortgage rates to record lows. Whilst I have 


no actual figures to back this up, I know an awful lot 
of long serving bank managers, mortgage arrangers 
and people in the finance industry, all of whom have 
told me on previous occasions when interest rates 
rose (1987, 1992, 1997 and 2003), it wasn’t the first 
rate rise that was the catalyst for many homeowners 
and landlords to remortgage, but the second or third 
increase. The reason being that it was only by the 
time of the third rate rise, it started to hit the wallet. 
However, the issue is, by the time of the second or 
third rate rise the best fixed rates, were in all instances, 
no longer available as they had been pulled by the 
banks months before. 

But here is the good news for Epsom homeowners 
and landlords, over the last few months a mortgage 
price war has broken out between lenders, with many 
slashing the rates on their deals to the lowest they 
have ever offered. I read that the well respected UK 
financial website Moneyfacts said only a couple of 
weeks ago, the average two year fixed rate mortgage 
has fallen from 3.6% twelve months ago to just under 
2 .

Since 1971, the average interest rate has been 7.93%, 
making the current 0.5% very low. So, if interest rates 
were to rise by only 2%, according to my research, 
the 11,920 Epsom homeowners, who have a 
variable rate mortgage would, combined, have to 
pay an approximate additional £23,958,700 a year 
in mortgage payments. That means every Epsom 
homeowner with a variable rate mortgage, will on 
average have to pay an additional £3,473 a year or 
£289 a month in interest payments.

■ eremy Hardy should have plen-

The 54-year-old Perrier Come- 
Idy Award winner and Radio 4 
J favourite says: "There's loads 
going on the moment, which 
i is quite good. The party con- 
1 ferences were quite lively. 

"The show is not all about 
tthe news. But it's always 
^quite helpful if there are 
things going on. There's 
^the whole thing about the at- 
Itacks of Corbyn and then David 
r Cameron's past lightening the 
f mood. That was all quite fun." 
While none of us knows the 
r truth surrounding the allegations 
about the Prime Minister and so- 
called #Piggate, it certainly is a 
rich vein for a comedian. 

Hardy says: "Obviously we don't 
know whether the David Cameron 
story was true, but I think most of 
us rather hope that it is. It speaks 
to a higher truth, I think it should 
be true even if it isn't. 

"We have just got to hope that it 
is true and hope that it leads to 
some tense breakfast table con¬ 
versations with Samantha." 

Hardy has also found himself in 
a rather odd position on stage 
lately because of his support for 
Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn and 


the media attacks on him. 

He says: "It's extraordinary. It's 
just bizarre because he's just a 
very nice, very straightforward, 
principled man and they are mak¬ 
ing out that the gargoyles will de¬ 
scend on the earth just because 
he's been elected leader of the 
Labour Party. 

"The worse thing is the worst of 
the abuse actually comes from his 
own side. 

"Usually you find yourself going 
on stage to attack people. It's 
quite a new one for a comedian, 
going on stage feeling like you've 
got to defend someone. 

"It's harder to be positive. The 
way humour works, you tend to 
laugh at things that have gone 
wrong. 

"Various people have tried to do 
cheerful or positive comedy but 
there's always something hollow 
about it. You laugh at someone 
dropping an ice cream down the 
front of their shirt, you don't 
laugh at them enjoying their ice 
cream and not making a mess." 

Hardy lives in Streatham so is 
relishing the chance to play a 
more local show. Audiences is in 
the south-east tend to be more 
reserved, he says, which is 
probably a relief judging by what 
happened at one gig earlier in 


the year. 

The police were called to one of 
his shows in Burton after a distur¬ 
bance in the audience. 

He says: "It was a bit of a 
strange one. It took a little while 
to work out what happened. One 
woman was laughing very loudly 
and it was annoying the woman 
behind her. The woman behind 
told her to stop laughing so 
loudly." 

A fight broke out and the police 
were called. 

Hardy adds: "It all got a bit out 
of hand. It meant the interval last¬ 
ed for 45 minutes. 

"I thought I can't really start and 
have the police come in. 

"The only frustration was I had a 
whole load of new material I 
wanted to work in and the audi¬ 
ence just wanted to discuss the 
fight. 

"I have never really had women 
fight over me in that way. It was a 
new one. Probably that is the 
most unusual thing to happen at 
a gig. I had a crying baby once 
that I brought on stage to quiet 
down but people assumed it was 
part of the act and that I'd got a 
weird baby act."

“You meet the recipient; 
keep in touch with them to 


see how the dogs are doing. 
It’s very satisfying. 

“We’re only small cogs in 
the big wheel really, and it’s 
just lovely to see what hear¬ 
ing dogs can do, and how they 
can change deaf people’s 
lives.” 

Mrs Pollock, who worked 
as a secretary at Stoneleigh 
First School, first started 
taking care of hearing dogs 
when she spotted an advert 
in a local newspaper, and 
said she has not looked back. 

Hearing Dogs for Deaf Peo¬ 
ple is a national charity that 
trains dogs to alert their deaf 
owners to sounds such as the 
doorbell, alarm clock, tele¬ 
phone and fire alarm. 

The charity receives no 
Government funding, and 
relies solely on donations 
to continue training life¬ 
changing dogs.
